MICHIGAN HISTORIAL MAGA- 
ZINE CONTAINS MANY IN- 
TERESTING FEATURES. 

The current number ef the Michi- 
gan History Magazine contains sey- 
eral articles on Michigan in tne war. 
Among them is an aadress by Hon. 
George L. Lusk, secretary of the 
rubhe Domain Commission, on “Mich- 
igan in the Great War,” delivered at 
une last annual meeting o1.the Mich- 
igan lioneer and Historical Society. 
ars. Dora Stockman of Lansing 
writes on Michigan agriculture and 
the food supply durmg tke war. 
Mrs. Ylorence [. Bulson of Jackson 
sxetches the war work of the Michi- 
yan State Federation of Women's 
Clubs. Sidney T. Miller of Detroit 
discusses the work of the American 

Red Cross of Michigan. 

Several articles on the Indians of 
Michigan are interesting. Norman B. 
Wood, author of a Well-known volume 
“The Lives of Famous Indian Chiefs,” 
contributes a very readable sketch of 
the Indian wars and warriors of Mich- 
igan.

The Grayling High school debating 
team went to Newberry last week 
Friday where they entered into de- 
bate with the high school debsting 
team ‘of that city on the subject, Re- 
solved “That Congress shon!d adop: a 
system of military training for al] 
able bodied male citizens between the 
ages of 18 and 25.” 

Grayling was represented by Miss- 
es Ruth McCullough, Kristine Salling 
and Doris McLeod, they taking the 
affirmative side of the. question. 
Newberry won the judges dividing 
the honors on argumentation equally 
between the two teams, but giving 
Newberry a higher score than Grav- 
ling on oratory. 

The Sault Ste. Marie News in a 
dispatch filed from Newberry the fol- 
lowing day said as follows: 

NEWBERRY, Jan. 24—The New- 
berry High school debating team won 
an unanimous decision over Grayling 
High here last evening before a 
crowd that filled the Hign school au- 
ditorium. Newberry upheld the neg- 
ative side of the question while Gray- 
ling had the affirmative. The ques- 
tion was: Resolved, “That Congress| , 
should adopt a system of Universal 
Military Training for all able bodied 
male citizens between the ages of 18 
and 25.”. This victory puts New- 
berry still in the running in the los- 


er’s series and eliminates Grayling en- 
tirely. 

Grayling’s team was composed of 
three, girls, Ruth McCullough, Kris- 
tine Sailing and Doris McLeod, while 
Newberry'’s team consisted of three 
boys, J. C. Foster, Richard Chamber- 
berlain and Antony Westine. 

The girls showed up well in their 


constructive arguments but they 
couldn’t clinch their rebuttals despite 
fluent speaking. The boys had 


stronger voices than the girls which 
probably meant considerable in the 
rendering of the decisions. : 

Superintendent of schools Keotfghn 
of Newberry presided. The follow- 
ing judges acted, Professor Stockwell 
of the Mar uette Normal, Superin- 
tendent of schools Rosa of Marquette 
and the Principal of Negaunee high 
school.” 

Mr. Otterbein, who accompanied 
the local team to Newberry states 
that it has developed remarkably in 
debating power since it debated the 
Cheboygan team two weeks ago. 
Ruth McCullough has shown marked 
growth and was very telling in both 
argument and_ delivery. Kristine 
Salling who appeared for the first 
time in public debate was most ef- 
fective in presentation while her ar- 
gument was also convincing. Doris 
McLeod showed her usual energy and 
fighting qualities. Her argument was 
up to standard. As stated in the ar- 
ticle quoted above, the voices of the 
girls were in rather strong contrast 
with the unusually strong and force- 
ful voices of the Newberry boys which 
no doubt had considerable bearing on 
the judges. 

Newberry has a veteran team and 
our team fought hard from start to 
finish. Although we lost the efforts 
were well worth while. The Grayling 
team should even now with but the 
fevr months’ training be able to de- 
fert any except the veteran teams of 
sctools which have been doing work 
in debating for years. Debating is 
the most difficult and strenuous men- 
tal discipline in which high school 
students can engage. One member 
remarked, “I no longer accept the or- 
dinary statements of life without 
challenge.” That was a very signifi- 
cart statement.

PROSECUTION'S SUGGESTION OF 
“NOLLO CORTENDRE” PLEAS 
ADOPTED BY SEVEN. 


MURFIN ILL WITH INFLUENZA 


‘Grand Rapids Hotels Are Crowded to 
Capacity By the Hundreds 
Attending Trial. 


Grand Rapids, Mioh.--The city took 
on something of a holiday appearance 
Monday as hundreds from various 
parts of the state “checked in” on the 
eve of the opening session of the trial 
of United States Senator Truman H. 
Newberry and 125 others on charges 
of conspiracy. 

Selection of a jury started Tuesday 
morning. 

Hotels are crowded to their capa 
city. Incidentally, reports indicates, 
a few of the hotels contributed to the 
general abandon of the occasion by 
raising their rates. 

A notable feature of the first day's 
developments here was the failure of 
defendants to avail themselves of op- 
portunity to enter “nollo contendere” 
pleas--which would assure them im- 
munity from jail sentences but leave 
ihem liable to fines. 

The popular understanding of this 
Procedure ig that the respondent says, 
in effect, “while not admitting guilt, 
1 avail myself of a ‘nolo contendere’ 
to cave time, annoyance and wuncer- 
tajnty.” 

Pressed by business duties, or other 
circumstances that would make it 
difficu't for them to stand trial, seven 
of the respondents have availed them- 
selves of this “opportunity.” ‘They 
are Dr. Earl Fairbanks, Gf Luther, 
who is fighting influenza in a com- 
munity where he is the only physi 
cian: Rey. John Hewett, of F,int; 
Hugh Madigan, also of Flint; Karl 
Metthews, prosecuting attorney at 
Ludington; August Fields, of Man- 
is.ce: J. Scott Hunter, of Detroit, and 
-eter Brady, of Cross Village. 

At = Monday afternoon's — session, 
which was brief, Martin W. Littleton, 
Chief of Council for the defense, for- 
mally advised the court of the serious 
Illness of James .O. Murfin, Senator 
Newberry’s Detroit attorney. He 
presented a certificate from Mr, Mur- 
fin's family physician, which explain- 
zd that the Detroit lawyer had influ. 
enza, with a fever ranging from 104 
to 192, This certificate was vouched 
for by Dr, Richard Smith of this city.

Louisville Men Charged With Violat- 
ing New Federal Pfohibltion 
Law, : 


Louisville, Ky.—The Government 
jropped a bomb on Louisville whisky 
nteresis when it seized a warehouse 
it the disliMery of R. E. Wathen & 
o. with its equipment and 35,000 bar- 
‘els of hard liquor. 

The seizure wag made under the 
Hirection of Elwood Hamilton, collec- 
‘or of internal revenue for Kentucky, 
who said that it resulted from the In- 
vestigation into the alleged removal 
from the warehouse last week of 100 
cases of whisky, ostensibly for medl 
cinal purposes, but which, he sald, was 
oO so marked, as the law requires. 

The Government, Hamilton said, 
would enter suit for forfeiture of the 
nlant and its contents, 

According to the’ Government 
charges, 8,000 cases of whisky have 
heen withdrawn from the Wathen 
warehouse on which the medicinal 
purpose tax of $2.20 a gallon had been 
paid. .The Government's theory, how- 
ever, according to the collector, is that 
much of it was sold for beverage pur- 
poses, for which taxes of $6.40 a gal- 
idn were required.

Various substitutes were 
used, xuch as parched rye, but one that 
was commonly utilized In Washington 
aud many other citles was sweet po- 
tutoes. The latter were first roasted 
and allowed to burn somewhat on the 
outside, Fhen they were mashed in 
water and boiled, The water was thus 
transformed into coffee, by no means 
so unpalatable as might be lmagined. 
Sugar in those days cost 25 cents a 
pound, But the sweet potato coffee

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SUGAR EXPERT OPENS SECRET 


Says Producers’ Held Back Much of 
Supply For Three Reasons. 


New York.—American sugap - pro. 
ducers and dealers were holding 250,- 
000 tons of domestic sugar during the 
period that the public was being 
gouged, it was charged here by Frank 
Lowry, general aules manager of the 
Federal Sugar Refining company. 

The American crop for 1919 was 
600,000 tons. The producers and deal- 
ers had three reasons for “carrying 
over” move than one-third of this 
amount, First, they were determined 
to force the prices up after the gov- 
ernment released control; second, dis- 
tribution facilities were fnadequate; 
trird, the late grinding of the raw pro- 
duct. : 

According to Mr. Lowry‘s estimates 
sugar ought to be mucb cheaper in 
1920 than it was in late 1919. He esti. 
mates the year’s sugar supply at 6,- 
297,000 tons. If the export shipments 
are as heavy as in 1919, which is not 
Nikely, to be the case, 1,600,000 tons 
will be sent overseas. This leaves 
4,797,000 tons for the United States. 

The greatest yearly sugar consump. 
tion in the United States totaled 4,- 
250,000 tons, This leaves a 547,000 
ton surplus. But Mr. Lowry Is con- 
vinced the foreign shigments this, 
year won't be anywhere near what: 
they were last year, because Europe; 
is producing more sugar now than in! 
4919. 

By Mr. Lowry’s lowest estimate: 
there will be a little more than 116 
: pounds of sugar for each of the 110,- 
000,000 inhabitants of the United 
States in 1920,
